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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Applicant's amendment adding the limitation "top sheet" requires further search and consideration. Applicant's 
remarks state that a membrane within a container is not a wall or top sheet of the container. Examiner suggests that if Applicant files an 
RCE that Applicant adds language to indicate that the top sheet Is on top of the container, since the term "top sheet" as recited in the 
proposed amendment does not necessarily mean that the sheet must be on top of the container. It could mean for example, top portion 
of the container, or a sheet that is on top of some other element. Applicant's remarks also requested clarification as to how Pouramadi 
discloses a fluid port. The passages cited in the Office action and as summarized in Applicant's remarks indicate that there is a channel 
or two different chambers/reservoirs through which fluid flows. There must be a port, i.e., opening, that allows for the fluid to flow in the 
channel or between the different chambers/reservoirs. 
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
